WASHINGTON, Sept. 24. President
Roosevelt has ample power to grant the
application of the Commercial Cable
Company for permission to lay a cable
which shall connect California, Hawaii
and the Philippines.

This will be the opinion which the of
ficials of the Department of Justice will
render upon the papers of the Commer-
cial Cable Company, now before them.
These papers were referred to the de
partment by the Secretary of State.
Many officials today say that there are
strong precedents for Presidential ap-
